Mum tells of her ordeal as council 
fined over school fall which left 
pupil Jamie with a fractured skull

A MOTHER has 
spoken of the night¬ 
mare of being told her 
son was not expected 
to live after he 
fractured his skull 
falling from a climbing 
frame in a school play¬ 
ground. 

Jamie Griffin, now 10, 
suffered a bleed into his 
brain after falling 1.5m on 
to concrete slabs in the 
grounds of Burton End 
Primary School in 
Haverhill in November 
2009. 

Jamie was temporarily 
blinded in the fall and it was 10 
weeks before he was able to 
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return to full-time schooling. 

This week Suffolk County 
Council was fined £51,000 and 
ordered to pay £43,772 costs 
after admitting six health and 
safety breaches, including one 
relating to the climbing frame 
at Burton End Primary. 

An investigation by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) found the council had 
ignored a requirement to 
provide an impact-absorbing 
surface below the climbing 
frame and had not provided the 
school with enough inform¬ 
ation to ensure pupils could 
play on the climbing frame 
safely. 

Jamie’s mum Debbie, 43, of 
Queensway, Haverhill, said he 


appeared to have made a full 
recovery, but had to be watched 
closely as there was a danger 
that he could develop epilepsy 
within 10 years. 

Jamie, who has an older sister 
Kelly, 22, as well as twin brother 
and sister Samuel and Shanice, 
5, was awarded £7,500 in 
compensation from Suffolk 
County Council just before 
Christmas. It will be held in 
trust for him until he is 18. 

Mrs Griffin said: “I was at 
home when the school rang 
and I just dropped everything 
and got down there. They had 
sat him up because they did not 
realise he had a head injury, but 
he did not respond to the 
paramedics at all. 

“When we got to A&E they 
said with concussion they 
usually came round within an 
hour, but he didn’t.

“Then they did a CAT scan 
and found one of the worst 
skull fractures a child could 
suffer, at the back, and he was 
bleeding from the main blood 
artery leading to the brain. 

“They did say they did not 
expect him to be here the next 
morning, but someone was 
watching over him that night 
and a miracle happened. The 
next day when he woke up the 
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first thing he said was: 'I love 
you mum, can I have a cuddle.’ 
I just sobbed at that. 

“I don’t want anyone to go 
through that again, it was a 
total nightmare. I honestly 
thought I was going to lose my 
son. He says he does not 
remember much about it, but 
every now and then he thinks 
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Mum’s

about it. Every time I go 
past there I get flashbacks 
about what happened. 

“It was not the school’s 
fault, it was the county 
council. The school has 
bent over backwards to 
help him since and if he 
bumps his head they tell 
me. 

“The money he has in 
trust will give him a good 
start when he is older. I did 
not do it for the money, but 
so that it would not happen 
to anyone else. It was in an 
area used by five-year-olds 
in the nursery and it had 
concrete blocks under¬ 
neath, with nothing to 
protect the children.” 

The two other charges 
faced by the county council 
related to an IT technician’s 
fall at a school in 
Stowmarket, and three 
more related to the 
council’s highways depart¬ 
ment, which employs 
about 120 workers. 

After the case, HSE 
inspector fulie Rayner said: 
“It is very disappointing to 
see a major employer like 
the county council 
repeatedly fall short of its 
legal obligations to protect 
its workers and pupils.”

Drug help centre on wa v? 


PLANS to open a drug and 
alcohol treatment centre in an 
area which has had problems 
with young drinkers congreg¬ 
ating have met with mixed 
reactions. 

The Open Road organisation has 
applied to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council for change of use consent to 
operate the centre at 8 Strasbourg 
Square, Haverhill, currently the On 
Track offices providing support for 
children and families. 

A spokesman for the group said they 
had never had any problems with 
neighbours while running similar 
centres elsewhere, but one local 
resident fears it could be the wrong 
place to put such a centre. 

Carol Macaskill, communications 
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manager for Open Road, said the 
charity, along with another group, had 
been awarded the contract to provide 
drug and alcohol addiction support in 
Suffolk last April. It already had 20 
years’ experience for providing such 
services in Essex. 

Three main centres have already 
been opened in Bury St Edmunds, 
Ipswich and Lowestoft and it part of 
its contract was to provide outreach 
services in communities like 
Haverhill. If planning consent was 
granted, it was hoped to open the 
centre for as soon as possible, with 
funding only available to allow one 
day a week opening at present, to 


provide counselling and other 
support. 

Ms Macaskill said: “It will be by 
appointment only, not a drop-in 
centre. We work not just to get people 
off drugs or alcohol, but to get them 
back into society and into work. 

“We are very keen to get started in 
Haverhill as we believe there is a need 
for services, so that people do not 
have to travel to Bury St Edmunds. 

“We have been providing services in 
Essex for 20 years and we have never 
had any issues with neighbours. We 
have always had very good relations 
with our neighbours and we are keen 
to work with the local community in 
Haverhill.” 

Gwen Dalton, who chairs the 
Chalkstone Tenants and Residents 
Association, said: “My personal view is 


that it is going to be in the wrong 
place. It is right next to a children’s 
playground and we don’t know what is 
going to happen to the Chalkstone 
Middle School site yet. 

“I know they have to go somewhere, 
but we have had a lot of problems in 
that area with youngsters drinking 
and taking drugs. I don’t think it is the 
best place to put it.” 

Town councillor Patrick Hanlon 
said: “I fully support the application 
because I think we really need 
something like that in Haverhill. 

“There is a drug problem in 
Haverhill, even though it is kept quiet. 
If people have these problems, they 
need somewhere to go to get help. I 
understand some members of CATRA 
have reservations, but I think they can 
be overcome.”

Residents pack meeting 
in walk-in closure protest 


ANGRY residents packed a 
town council meeting to 
protest about the closure of a 
walk-in clinic only two years 
after it opened. 

Despite the fact that the 
Crown Health Centre in 
Haverhill has attracted 22,000 
patient visits since it opened 
and topped a national patient 
satisfaction survey last year, a 
shock announcement was 
made just before Christmas 
that it will close in October. 

Martin Royal of the Suffolk 
Primary Healthcare Trust 
attended Tuesday night’s 
meeting of Haverhill Town 
Council to explain that it was 
planned to close the centre 
because it had not reduced 
the number of patients from 


Haverhill attending accident 
and emergency departments 
and no suitable permanent 
premises could be found in 
the town. 

However, some 40 people 
who attended the meeting, 
many of them patients 
registered at the clinic, were 
angry that its extended 
opening hours would not 
longer be available. 

Haverhill Town Council 
voted by an overwhelming 
majority in favour of a motion 
calling on the health 
authorities not to abandon 
the centre, but to continue to 
offer its services and extend 
its lease until suitable 
permanent premises could be 
found. 


Tributes to star of dance world 


TRIBUTES have been paid by 
friends and music lovers to a 
popular MC who died in 
Haverhill on New Year’s Eve. 

Leon van Brown, 43, who 
performed as MC funior, was a 
well-established figure in the 
world of hardcore dance 
music and many online 
tributes to him have been 
posted by fans. He lived in 
London, but was a regular 
visitor to Haverhill for the past 


20 years. 

Suffolk Police confirmed 
that they were called by the 
ambulance service to the 
home of his partner Tara 
Hallett in Castle Avenue, 
Haverhill, at 10.50am on New 
Year’s Eve. 

Mr van Brown was certified 
dead at the scene, and it is 
believed he had suffered a 
cardiac arrest after a series of 
epileptic fits. 
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No evidence of 
glue-sniffing 

NO evidence of glue-sniffing 
or drinking has been found 
by police in areas where 
residents had raised 
concerns. 

Two new priorities were 
created for Haverhill’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team 
officers after a meeting last 
December, where residents 
complained of glue-sniffing 
by men in the Railway Walk 
area and pupils smoking 
and drinking after leaving 
Samuel Ward Academy. 

PC Richard Oldroyd of 
Haverhill Police said almost 
daily high-visibility patrols 
had been carried out in both 
areas since the new 
priorities were set, but no 
offences had been 
observed. PC Will Wright 
will liaise with residents in 
the upper area of the 
Chalkstone estate to 
address their concerns. 
Anyone aware of problems 
in these areas should 
contact Haverhill Police on 
101 . 

Burglaries fall, 
shed thefts rise 

BURGLARIES of business 
premises have fallen 
dramatically in Haverhill - 
but thefts from sheds and 
outbuildings have 
increased. 

Police Safer Neighbourhood 
Team officers stepped up 
patrols of business 
premises in the town centre 
after they were identified as 
a priority area in December. 
Since then only one break- 
in has been reported at 
premises in Mill Hill. 
However, during the same 
period thefts from sheds 
and garages have increased 
with 10 reported in the last 
month alone. PC Richard 
Oldroyd said items such as 
bicycles and power tools 
were being taken, which 
might include some new 
bikes given as Christmas 
presents. He advised people 
to make sure sheds were 
secured and locked, as well 
as back gates, with motion¬ 
sensor lights installed where 
possible. New property 
should be marked with UV 
pens, using postcodes or 
unique numbers, so they 
can be identified if 
recovered.

Firefighters from 
Cambridge, Sawston and St 
Ives and a turntable ladder 
also from Cambridge were 
called to the home on the 
High Street, West Wratting 
on Saturday at 1pm.

Our ‘forgotten’ 
Olympic legend 
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ORGANISERS of a sporting 
exhibition to mark the 
Olympic year got a surprise 
when they discovered a 
gold medalist from their 
town who was not featured. 

President Christopher Gurteen 
went along to open Haverhill and 
District Local History Group’s new 
exhibition of Haverhill’s sporting 
history over the past 200 years at 
the town’s Arts Centre bistro. 

He told the group of his uncle 
Godfrey Rampling, pictured, 
father of actress Charlotte, who 
was part of the gold medal¬ 
winning British relay team in the 
1936 Olympics, while living at the 
former Coupals house in Coupals 
Road, Haverhill. 

He was known as Colonel 
Rampling after serving in the 
Royal Artillery for 26 years. Before 
Colonel Rampling died in his 
sleep aged 100 in 2009, he was 
Britain’s oldest living Olympic 
gold medalist and competitor. His 
1936 victory was performed in 
front of a crowd of about 100,000 



including Hitler and his Nazi 
generals, who expected to see the 
German team win. Reports of the 
event spoke of Hitler’s fury when a 
member of the German women’s 
relay team dropped the baton. 

His obituary in The Daily 
Telegraph said many athletics 
historians considered Colonel 
Rampling the best relay runner 
Britain has ever had. The Colonel 
described his own training as “a 
farce”, involving running round 


the cricket field twice a week and 
briefly doing baton-changing 
practice, which was quickly 
abandoned when he and his team 
mates got bored. 

Christopher Gurteen said: “I 
thought that it was common 
knowledge and everyone knew 
about him. He courted and 
married Anne Gurteen and they 
were living at Coupals when he 
took part in the Olympics. He was 
quite a character. I think that they 
do plan to put something about 
him in the exhibition.” 

Mr Gurteen has a copy of a 
1988 edition of Athletics Today 
magazine, which shows Godfrey 
Rampling pictured with his three 
relay teammates in 1986 and 
recalls their heroic victory. 

The Colonel took the baton 
almost 15m down, but handed it 
over to the next runner almost 5m 
up. Tony Ward wrote: “It was a 
magnificent victory and many 
called it Rampling’s race, for 
without his supreme effort on the 
second leg Britain would never 
have gained the gold.” 

The exhibition of sporting 
events in Haverhill dating back to 
the 1800s is now open to the 
public. 


Homes will fund 
work on school 

PLANS to build houses on land in 
the grounds of a private school 
have been approved so the cash 
produced can be used to maintain 
the listed building. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s development 
control committee meeting last 
week approved the plan for the 
grounds of Stoke College in Stoke 
by Clare to build six homes on a 
site of just over an acre on the 
Ashen Road frontage. 

The grade II listed college 
building lies to the south east of the 
application site, with mature trees 
and parkland in between and a 
listed 3m brick wall along its Ashen 
Lane boundary. 

A report to councillors said the 
application was aimed to fund 
essential repairs to the listed 
building, which was on an At Risk 
register.

Recruitment process under 
way for councils’ joint boss 


TWO councils are have begun 
the recruitment process of a 
new chief executive officer who 
will lead both authorities. 

Forest Heath District Council 
and St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council recently agreed to 
unify their staffing structure 
under the management of a 
joint chief executive, who will 
earn between £105,000 and 
£115,000 a year. It was part of a 
packages of measures aimed to 
save £2m a year. 

The move follows contro¬ 
versy over former Suffolk 
County Council chief executive 
Andrea Hill, who was criticised 
for earning a salary of £219,000 

- more than the Prime Minister 

- and resigned from her post 
last year. Her job is now filled 
by Deborah Cadman, former 
chief executive of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, who left Suffolk in 


2008 to become chief executive 
of the East of England 
Development Agency. 

St Edmudsbury’s current 
chief executive, Geoff Rivers, is 
the husband of Deborah 
Cadman and Forest Heath 
Council’s current chief 
executive is David Burnip. 

The recruitment process 
started this week for a joint 
chief executive for the two 
councils. A shared senior 
management team will follow. 

The recruitment process is 
open to each council’s current 
chief executive, as well as 
internal and external cand¬ 
idates. The salary has been 
agreed as between £105,000 
and £115,000.

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Man guilty of 
sex offences 
against boy 


A MAN has been con¬ 
victed of a string of sex 
offences against a young 
boy - including a rape. 

Benjamin Waldron, 37, of 
Strawberry Fields, Haverhill, had 
denied 12 separate offences but 
was found guilty on Tuesday of 
nine of them by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Waldron was remanded in 
custody until he is sentenced on 
January 27. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women took almost seven hours 
to reach their verdicts. During 
Waldron’s trial, the jury heard 
the offending spanned a five- 
year period, starting in 2003. 

Prosecutor Charles Myatt said 
what had begun as touching the 
boy’s legs over his clothing had 
progressed on two occasions to 
rape on a settee at a house in 
Haverhill. 

Details of the allegations 
emerged in December last year 


after one of the boys confided in 
his mother, which led to him and 
a second boy being interviewed 
by police. 

As he gave evidence via a TV 
link into the courtroom, the first 
boy said he had found the only 
way to get Waldron to stop 
carrying out the abuse was to 
start to cry. 

It was alleged that the second 
boy was also raped by Waldron 
in May 2009. Giving evidence, 
Waldron said he believed that 
both boys had been “coached” 
by someone else to give evidence 
against him. 

He said that words had been 
“dripped into the ear” of his two 
alleged victims. 

Waldron told the jury: “I didn't 
sexually assault or rape either 
child.” 

The allegations against one of 
the boys had arisen after he 
made what he accepted had 
been a “tactless” comment, for 
which he had apologised. 


Waldron strongly denied a 
suggestion by Mr Myatt that he 
had been drinking before the 
assaults took place and that 
alcohol had lowered his sexual 
inhibitions. 

Waldron told the jury: “That is 
a foul thing to suggest. It is 
horrible. I am innocent of these 
charges, as I have repeated over 
and over again.” 

Waldron said he was unable to 
explain why one of the alleged 
victims had drawn what he said 
had taken place because he had 
felt unable to explain it in words. 

Waldron was convicted of five 
offences of sexual assault on a 
male child, one of causing or 
inciting a child to engage in 
sexual activity, one of indecent 
assault and two of rape of a male 
child aged under 13. 

He was found not guilty of two 
further allegations of indecently 
assaulting the same boy and one 
offence of rape against a second 
boy. 



Councillor’s cash helps centre 


A BUSY centre which helps people 
solve problems has received cash 
to buy new equipment. 

The REACH Resource Centre in 
Haverhill received a donation of 
£272 from Cllr Tim Marks, from 
his locality fund, towards a new 
filing cabinet and colour printer. 

REACH leader Henry Wilson 
said: “This is great news for us at 
REACH. We’re seeing a steady 
stream of clients at the resource 
centre for all manner of things 
from housing problems, food, 
furniture and debt-related issues 
and it continues to get busier. 


“ We bought a simple printer 
and a filing cabinet when we first 
opened but the printer has not 
been able to keep up with 
demand. As as for the filing 
cabinet, we’ve just run out of 
space.” 

He said the centre was set up 
as a hub for services including the 
Furniture Bank, Christians Against 
Poverty debt counselling service 
and the Foodbank, as well as 
directing people to other 
agencies. 

He added: “In 2011 we saw 
240 new cases, with some of 


these being more complex and 
time-consuming. We’ve seen 
homes saved from eviction, the 
homeless get housed, as well as 
debt problems brought under 
control.” 

Cllr Marks said: “REACH does 
an excellent job in supporting 
some of our more vulnerable 
residents and I am more than 
happy to support this work.” 

The centre is on the Clements 
Estate and open Monday, Tuesday 
and Thursday from 2-5pm and 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Friday 
from 10am to 1pm.

ALMOST seven per 
cent of drivers stopped 
by Suffolk Police as 
part of their drink-drive 
campaign were 
arrested for being over 
the limit. 

Suffolk Police arrested 
111 people for drink¬ 
driving out of the 
1,638 tested during 
their campaign which 
ran throughout 
December. 

The results reveal a 2.3 
per cent drop in the 
numbers caught 
driving under the 
influence of alcohol 
from the 102 people 
out of 1,118 who gave 
a positive result in 
2010, equating to 9.1 
per cent of motorists 
tested.

Immigrants freed 
from back of lorry 


Driver heard banging inside container 


NINE suspected illegal 
immigrants were arres¬ 
ted after being released 
from the back of a lorry 
by firefighters using bolt 
cutters. 

Police were called to the 
lorry, which stopped in 
Ehringshausen Way, Haver¬ 
hill, at 3.15pm on Tuesday 
after its driver alerted police 
that he could hear banging 
in the back of the vehicle. 

The Norfolk Line 
container lorry was a locked, 
sealed unit and officers from 
the nearby fire station had to 
use cutting equipment to 
break the lock off and 
release the men from inside. 

Sgt Gary Miller of the 
Haverhill Response team 
said the driver had flagged 
down a patrol car because he 
was concerned to hear 
banging coming from the 
back of the vehicle. 

He said: “We opened up 
the back of the vehicle and 
found a total of nine people, 
believed to be illegal 
immigrants. 

“They were arrested for 
illegal entry into the UK and 
taken into custody in Bury St 
Edmunds to carry out the 
necessary procedures with 
the border agency to check 
their eligibility. 

“One chap was having 
some difficulty breathing 
and was given medical 
assistance. We are grateful to 
the fire service for their

assistance in getting the 
lorry open. We know that it 
came from Dover, but not 
where its origin was before 
that.” 

Paul Kerridge, crew 
commander at Haverhill Fire 
Station, said he and his 
officers had noticed a police 
presence and a lorry parked 
outside. 

He added: “The police 
asked us to intervene with 
bolt croppers, as the padlock 
had been changed and the 
lorry driver could not gain 
access. 

“We made a forced entry 
into the back of the lorry 
quite quickly, and then stood 
back while the police 
assessed the situation. 

“Then we found that one 
of the believed refugees was 
semi-conscious, so we took 
over his care, gave him 
oxygen and wrapped him in 
insulated blankets. 

“It was a chilled trailer and 
it could not have been more 
than two degrees in there. 
They think it probably came 
from Denmark. 

“We gave him some water 
because he was dehydrated 
and he seemed OK, then he 
was taken into custody. 

“The fire service is a 
humanitarian organisation 
and we will treat anyone 
who needs help.”

Sports hall proposal 
gets the go-ahead 

PLANS to build a new sports hall and 
tennis courts at an expanding school 
have been approved by planners. 

Samuel Ward Academy in 
Chalkstone Way, Haverhill, applied 
to St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
for consent to build the new hall on 
its existing tennis courts, along with 
new courts and a multi-use outdoor 
area. Both will be surrounded by 
steel mesh fencing. 

The council’s development control 
committee approved the plan after 
hearing that it was not expected to 
create additional traffic or noise 
disturbance or impact on local 
residents. 

The report to the committee said 
that the school had recently 
converted to academy status, taking 
on an additional two year groups as 
a result of the change in south 
Suffolk to a two-tier system under 
the Schools Organisation Review. In 
the past year, the school has been 
granted planning consent for two 
new classroom buildings, a new 
canteen, kitchen and dining hall. 

The report said: “The building is 
required to meet the needs of the 
school that is actively promoting 
sports and community activities. The 
proposed sports hall and fenced 
courts will improve the facilities at 
the school and enable more sporting 
actives in all seasons. The building 
has been designed to be available 
for use by the local community for 
sporting use.”

Don’t be taken in - avoid falling prey 
to the rogue traders at your front door 



Q My pensioner father recently 
had someone knock on his door 
saying they’d been doing work in 
the area and had spotted his roof 
needed repairing. This got Dad worried 
as he can’t afford any major work, but 
I’m suspicious about the whole thing. 
What would you advise? 

A You’re right to be wary. The approach 
you describe is a classic con. Rogue 
traders often call unannounced 
offering help with roofing, paving, or 
general building work they say needs doing, 
or offering to do insulation or install burglar 
alarms. They often end up running off with 
your money without ever doing the work, 
doing a very poor job, or doing work that 
never actually needed doing. 

Follow these top tips to avoid getting

involved with a dodgy trader: 

■ Don’t ever agree to work or sign 
anything on the spot - take their full details 
and say you’ll get back to them. 

■ Check their details - they should give 
you their business name and address and 
not just a mobile phone number. Check 
these to see if they are genuine 

■ Check if they are a member of a 
professional trade body, belong to a local 
authority assured trader scheme, or to the 
TrustMark scheme, which can help you find 
trustworthy tradesmen in your area. For 
more details about these schemes, go to 
www.direct.gov.uk. 

■ Ask them for details of other customers 
they did work for and contact them to 
check this out. 


■ Don! get taken in by their sales banter - 
they might claim there is a special offer on 
only for that day, or that they’ll get sacked if 
you don’t employ them. This kind of talk is 
likely to be a sales pitch and you shouldn’t 
take it seriously. 

■ Always get more than one quote before 
employing someone - it’s usually best to 
contact other traders your friends or family 
have recommended. 

■ Don’t ever make a cash payment upfront 
- a reliable trader won’t ask for money 
before doing the job - not even if they need 
materials. If they run a business, they 
should have enough money to cover these 
costs themselves and only ask for payment 
once they’ve completed the job, or done a 
reasonable amount of work. 


■ If you think a trader is trying to con you, 
speak to Consumer Direct on 08454 
040506. They can report anything 
suspicious to your local Trading Standards 
Department. 

■ If the trader becomes aggressive or 
threatens you, this is criminal behaviour 
and you should call the police straight 
away.

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Nightclub gets the 
go-ahead to expand

A NIGHTCLUB has won its 
bid to increase its capacity 
and create a new ground- 
floor sports bar. 

The application by Bar Vu in 
Jubilee Walk, Haverhill, to vary 
the terms of its licence was 
granted without going before St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s licensing sub-committee, 
after objections raised by police 
and the fire service were 
resolved. 

Harry Zachariou, who also 
owns the Deja Vu coffee shop in 
Queen Street, applied to 
increase the size of the nightclub 
to include the upper floors of 2 
and 3 Jubilee Walk, as well as 
opening a sports bar on the 
ground floor. The total capacity 
for the premises has now risen 
from 240 to 360 people. 

A report to the licensing 
committee said initial objections 
raised by the council’s 
environmental health comm¬ 
ittee about possible noise 
disturbance caused by the 
outside area had been 
withdrawn. The consent granted 
includes conditions that the area 


outside 2 Jubilee Walk will not be 
used for seating and that the 
existing outside seating area 
would not be used after 9pm, 
when it could only be used as a 
standing smoking area. 

A new outside staircase will be 
installed to overcome fire service 
concerns about existing fire 
exits. Police objections were 
withdrawn after changes were 
made to the level of CCTV 
coverage to be provided and an 
increase made in the number of 
door staff to be employed. 

In the sports bar, a large 
central television will be the 


focal point for screening 
sporting events, with smaller 
screens also provided. 

The report to the committee 
said: “The applicant feels this 
and the refurbishment to the 
shop fascia will greatly improve 
the appearance of Jubilee Walk. 

“The area is close to the new 
cinema/restaurant complex, yet 
is also close to the recently 
vacated Ladbrokes shop and 
other empty premises in the 
High Street. 

“The unit has been vacant for 
at least three years and there is 
little prospect of a tenant.”

The cheese was first 
made in Cyprus back in 
the medieval Byzantine 
period. It is made using 
sheep’s and goats’ milk.

I first found this 
recipe in a Nigella 
Lawson book and the 
picture looked so tasty I 

Halloumi Bake 

Ingredients 

■ 1 sweet potato (peeled) 

■ 1 desiree potato (Peeled) 

■ 1 red onion 
■ 1 red pepper, 1 yellow pepper 
■ Half a head of garlic 
■ Olive oil 
■ Black pepper 

■ 1 pack halloumi cheese, sliced 
thinly 

■ Oven dish 


Instructions 

■ Preheat the oven to 200C 

■ Cut the sweet potato into 4cm 
cubes, cut the desiree into 2cm cubes 

■ Peel the red onion and cut into 4 or 
6 segments. 

■ Deseed peppers and cut into 2cm 
squares and separate the garlic 
cloves. 

■ Pour all ingredients into an oven¬ 
proof dish and drizzle with olive oil. 


The cheese has a very 
high melting point so 
it’s great for frying and 
grilling with. 

The Cypriot people 
like to eat halloumi with 
water melon and also in 
salads and Greek 
kebabs. For those of you 
who have not tried 
halloumi before, the 
cheese is white and the 
texture is similar to 
mozzarella. 

It is stored in its 
natural juices and has a 
salty taste to it. Please 
have a look at the recipe 
below, and also you can 
see my website where 
you can find my link to 
my YouTube channel 
and watch me making 
the dish. 

Use your hands to coat the vegetables 
in the oil. 

■ Season with a little black pepper 
(no salt as this will draw the water out 
of the vegetables). 

■ Cook for 45 minutes. 

■ Turn the heat right up to full and 
place your halloumi on top of the 
vegetables. 

■ Cook for a further 5 to 10 minutes 
until the cheese starts to go brown.

Council backs public 
In homes plan protest 


TOWN councillors have 
registered objections to 
plans for 91 homes at an old 
football ground. 

Bloor Homes want to build the 
properties on the former Haverhill 
Rovers ground off Hamlet Road, 
which has been redundant since 
the club relocated to its New Croft 
centre home. 

Angry residents packed a council 
meeting in October where the 
developers were making a 
presentation, claiming that their 
views were not being heard. 

They felt the extra homes would 
add to existing traffic congestion 
and parking issues in Hamlet Road, 


as well as raising other concerns 
such as drainage, flooding and 
overlooking of existing homes. 

More concerns were raised 
when the company submitted its 
planning application for the site 
just before Christmas. 

Members of Haverhill Town 
Council’s planning committee 
have now agreed to oppose the 
plan after receiving 25 objections. 

Town mayor Maureen Byrne 
said she had asked that the 
application be determined by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
development control committee. 

Objections raised included 
inadequate consultation with local 


residents and misrepresentation of 
residents’ views raised at a public 
exhibition and a disingenuous 
approach to public consultation, 
including submission of detailed, 
lengthy documentation at a 
holiday period. 

Concerns were also raised 
about the need to protect private 
access to the rear of Hamlet road 
properties and access to Tudor 
Close. 

Also cited were inadequate 
evaluation of flood prevention, 
sewerage/surface water capacity 
and investigation into potential 
bat roosts, protection of trees and 
boundaries.

Group bids to 
cut fuel costs 

A SUFFOLK charity has launched a 
group to bring cheaper heating oil to 
communities. 

Suffolk ACRE Community Buying Ltd 
aims to harness the purchasing power of 
the county’s 400 or so villages without 
mains gas and make significant savings 
by having oil companies deliver to 
several addresses in one area on the 
same day. 

Wil Gibson, chief executive officer of 
Suffolk ACRE, said: “Not only will the 
new scheme be good for individuals, 
communities and rural businesses, the 
environment will also benefit with more 
efficient tanker routes. The fewer tankers 
there are on Suffolk’s small country 
roads, the better.” 

Experience in other counties has 
shown it is possible to get a discount of 
about £50 on a single order using a 
buying syndicate. The Suffolk scheme 
will see people combining monthly 
orders for their area and passing the 
information to Suffolk ACRE, which will 
negotiate one price for the whole county. 

The scheme is open to anyone and 
members will be able to purchase as 
many times as they like during the year, 
in return for a small annual fee. 

With between 15 per cent and 20 per 
cent of Suffolk households in fuel poverty 
in 2009, according to the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change, and the 
recent report by the Centre for Policy 
Studies suggesting this will rise to 30 per 
cent by 2030, Suffolk ACRE believes its 
initiative is good for everyone who 
depends on oil for their heating.

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Building a life after years 
as a homeless alcoholic 


As a homeless alcoholic, Toby Peters 
spent his days pushing a shopping trolley 
around and drinking anything he could lay 
his hands on. Now he’s an award-winning 
film-maker, dedicated to helping others get 
clean, sober and off the streets. Here he 
talks to feature writer Alice Ryan. 


genuinely what I think it 
is: it eats you up from the 
inside. It eats you up until 
there’s nothing else left.” 

Today Toby’s life 
couldn’t be more different. 
He’s been sober for more 
than five years. And he’s 
now helping other 
homeless people get their 
lives back on track. As 
studio artist at FLACK- 
the Cambridge-based 
social enterprise and 
charity which offers the 
homeless training, 
support and a voice - his 
film-making recently won 
him a Talk Talk Digital 
Heroes award. Presented 
at the House of Lords last 
month, it included a 
£5,000 prize. “That was 
massive. Absolutely 
massive. To be recognised 
on that level... It was 
amazing. 

“Afterwards I sat outside 
with a friend, a poet, 
who’d come along. We 
both got a coffee and sat 
on the pavement looking 
up at Big Ben. In that 
moment we realised how 
far we’d come. And we 
realised that we’d finally 
got a voice, a loud one - 


and that people were 
listening to us.” 

The team at FLACK, 
based at the City Life 
building on Sturton Street, 
comprises homeless and 
housed, staff and volun¬ 
teers. All work together to 
produce a monthly 
features and listings 
magazine and numerous 
other creative projects - 
including Toby’s films. 

Some of his most 
moving footage tells the 
life stories of fellow FLACK 
members, some still 
homeless or struggling 
with addictions. 

“There’s a big invisible 
wall between homeless 
people and other people. I 
want to tear that wall 
down and show homeless 
people for what they are: 
human beings, just like 
everyone else.” 

Toby believes his own 
problems with alcohol 
date right back to 
childhood. “I’m from a 
family of drinkers. My dad 
was a drinker. And when 
he’d had a drink he always 
gave me a lot of attention. 

I think that’s what I 
thought attention, or 


affection, was about. 

“When I was growing 
up, the meth drinkers 
used to congregate in the 
old Lion Yard. For some 
reason I found them 
fascinating; I’d hang 
around wanting to gain 
their acceptance. 

“And then I got into 
being a punk. I hated the 
music: I’d go to gigs and 
hate it. I was a hippie- 
punk; my path was Jimi 
Hendrix, that’s where I 
was going. But I liked the 
whole idea of being part of 
a sub-culture, it made a 
kind of sense to me.” 

From then on, Toby’s 
drinking spiralled. “I 
actually chose to live on 
the streets. Again, it made 
sense to me at the time; 
looking back, my lifestyle 
was insane. The only thing 
that kept me in some kind 
of check was my music: I 
was a street entertainer, a 
busker. 

“When you busk people 
come up and talk to you 
about the guitar or what 
you’re playing; it breaks 
down those barriers we 
were talking about. So it 
gave me a connection to 
the rest of the world. 

“I was a bit of a snob: 
they used to call me ‘the 
posh tramp’. I had a trolley 
that I kept my clothes, my 
sleeping bag and my roll 
mat in. I was quite OCD 
about packing everything 
up neatly and keeping it 
clean.”

T HIS time six 
years ago, Toby 
Peters was 
living on the streets. 
Battling addiction, 
his days passed in a 
blur of drink and 
drugs. Sleeping 
under bridges and 
bushes, and 
wheeling all his 
worldly goods round 
in a battered golf 
trolley, hed reached 
rock bottom. 

“I was a dustbin: I’d put 
anything in my body, as 
long as it could take me 
away from me,” says the 
44-year-old. “But alcohol 
was my foundation. I 
followed the bottle - to the 
point where nothing 
mattered except the 
bottle. 

“I’d drink whatever was 
cheapest, usually cheap 
white cider. At the worst, I 
was on nine litres a day. I 
was what they call a ‘top- 
up’ drinker; I was never 
really sober. 

“Occasionally I’d wake 
up at 6am, have a 
moment of clarity and 
think ‘What am I doing 
sleeping under a bridge?’ 

... But I always found a 
reason: I blamed it on my 
bad life, on school- 
always on other people. 

“I’ve heard alcoholism 
described as ‘the cancer of 
the soul’ and that’s 
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Winner: Toby at Westminster to collect his Digital 
Heroes award. 


• What is FLACK? 


FLACK is a social 
enterprise and 
registered charity 
based in Cambridge 
which benefits 
people who are or 
have been 
homeless. It’s 
unique in that 
everyone - 
homeless, housed, 
staff, volunteer, 
service user 
- works together to 
write and produce a 
magazine filled with 
articles, poetry, 
reviews and event 
listings. 

“Most important is 
the investment and 
achievements of our 
33+ homeless 
members,” says 
creative director 
Kirsten Lavers. 
“When we started I 
had people telling 
me, you’ll never get 
homeless people to 
turn up and give 
their time for free, 
which is nonsense. 
They are not only 


loving it, being 
involved with FLACK 
is making a real and 
noticeable 
difference to 
everyone’s lives. 

Two heroin addicts 
are now completely 
clean, two 
alcoholics have 
gone through detox 
and are sustaining 
their sobriety, we’ve 
got four people into 
employment, smiles 
on people’s faces, 
opinions expressed, 
creativity flowing... 
“For every £1 
invested in FLACK 
we’re returning at 
least £3 of savings 
to the public purse 
and social value: a 
heroin addict, for 
example, costs 
£13,200 per year. 
This really is 
ground-breaking 
work.”

Toby describes the 
homeless community as 
tight-knit. “You all support 
each other, help each 
other. And there is a 
genuine kinship: you’re 
thinking ‘Poor me’ and so is 
everyone around you. 
Everyone is a victim; you’re 
all in it together, all 
suffering together. 

“I’d spent so long 
thinking of myself as a 
victim, and blaming other 
people, that I believed my 
own bull***t.” 

Toby, who is dyslexic, 
says his school years were 
particularly troubled. “I’d 
point the finger at school. 
I’d point the finger 
anywhere except at 
myself.” 

“Eventually I realised I 
was leading a very lonely 
life,” he continues. 
“Everything - every 
emotion, every friendship, 
every relationship - was 
driven by drink or drugs or 
both. When I came off the 
alcohol and started to feel 
genuine emotions it was 
like ‘Oh my god! This is 
what reality feels like’.” 

Toby had been through 
rehab twice before, but 
relapsed both times. So 
what made the difference 
third time around? “I was 
tired of being tired all the 
time,” he explains. “One of 
my darkest times - and this 
is going to sound 
ridiculous - was round the 
back of the Park Street car 
park, near The Maypole. 
There are some bushes 
there. I needed a poo, so I 
had a poo in those bushes. 

“A group of people 
walked by and I heard one 
of them say ‘What the f**k 
is that smell?’. I was 
standing there, my kecks 
round my ankles, and I had 
this moment of clarity. I 
realised ‘This is not right’. 
That moment, the seed 
was planted.” 

Doctors had warned 
Toby his life was at risk. 
“They’d told me that if I 
carried on drinking I 
wouldn’t be around much 
longer. 

“It sounds strange, but 


that was pretty normal in 
my world: if one of your 
mates turned up with 
cauliflower fingers because 
his liver was failing, it 
wasn’t anything out of the 
ordinary” 

Toby credits people like 
Kirsten Lavers, former 
editor of the Willow Walker 
and now creative director 
of FLACK, with having faith 
in him. WinterComfort 
director Cathy Hembry 
was, he explains, instru¬ 
mental in his recovery: “We 
had to persuade the doctor 
it was worth giving it a go. 
Cathy came to the doctor 
with me and said she’d put 
me in a B&B and give me 
the detox meds herself, on 
condition I went straight 
into rehab afterwards. 

“I called the rehab centre 
in Cornwall every day for 
three months, until they 
agreed to take me. 

“The detox itself was five 
days of hell. The physical 
symptoms were 
horrendous: I had 
hallucinations and was so 
weak I couldn’t even walk, I 
had to go down the stairs 
on my bum. And I still had 
that terrible urge to drink. 

“But, underneath all 
that, it also felt right. Before 
that, I just don’t think I was 
ready; this time, I knew I 
was doing the right thing.” 

“After you’ve broken the 
physical addiction, you’re 
left with the mental 
addiction and that’s tough 
to crack. 

“Rehab was actually a 
beautiful experience; 
horrible but in a beautiful 
way One thing I was given 
responsibility for was a 
garden. I planted all these 
seeds and every single one 
grew: the flowers got so big 
I had to use canes to hold 
them up. 

“I’d never grown 
anything before, but it 
suddenly clicked: the 
garden was like recovery - 
it needed encouragement 
and nurture to thrive.” 

On leaving rehab, Toby, 
ever the creative, won a 
place on a Live Performing 


Arts foundation course at 
St Austell College. “Only a 
tiny percentage of 
alcoholics make it through 
the first year of sobriety, I 
think it’s three per cent. 

One of the biggest 
problems is loneliness. I 
had to learn how to be 
alone, how to feel unhappy, 
how to take criticism - 
without blurring it all out 
with drink.” 

Toby says the 
counselling he undertook 
at rehab proved key. 

Toby first returned to 
Cambridge when Kirsten 
asked him to perform 
alongside other homeless 
and former-homeless 
musicians at a gig. 

“I was really nervous 
about coming back, but it 
turned out to be the best 
thing I could have done. I 
walked into the room and 
the friends I used to drink 
with actually put their cans 
down behind them to give 
me a hug and tell me how 
proud they were of what I’d 
done. It was just amazing. 

It made me realise I had to 
come back to Cambridge 
for good.” 

Toby has been involved 
with FLACK ever since 
moving back and says the 
organisation has made an 
immeasurable difference 
to his life. 

“People feel they can talk 
to me because of my back¬ 
ground and my exper¬ 
iences and that’s a unique 
thing. 

“And FLACK is a unique 
organisation. Everyone is 
equal. All labels are left at 
the door: people can walk 
in and write their own 
labels. 

“Having the chance to be 
part of a team, to make a 
film or compose poetry or 
write an article for the 
magazine - all those things 
give people a sense of 
identity, a sense of self- 
worth. This is a place where 
people can find out what 
they are, who they are: they 
can find themselves.”

Don’t stop advertising 
...maximise the effect

W E thought that this time 
we would look at the 
benefits of advertising 
for business, because at times of 
recession many businesses 
reduce their advertising budget 
as it can be seen as a luxury - 
especially when turnover is 
declining. 

However, such a move can quickly 
have a further negative impact on sales, 
which will only hasten the decline. So 
the answer is not to stop advertising but 
to maximise the effect to ensure your 
business can continue to grow when 
times are hard. 

It is vital that you get your ad right and 
you get the response that you wished 
from your customers. A lot of business 
owners say: “The objective is obvious -1 
wish to achieve more sales thus 
increasing my turnover, which increases 
my profit.” 

This, of course, may not always be the 
case; more turnover can sometimes lead 
to heavier losses. A consequence of this 
could be the loss of your business. 

I was reminded of this last December 
when I read in a national newspaper 
about a cake-making company that did a 
special Christmas promotion offering 
half-price Christmas cakes. The advert 
directed readers to its website to place 
their orders. The promotion was for 
seven days. The response was fantastic, 
to the extent that temporary staff had to 
be hired to satisfy the demand. Also, the 
necessary training had to be given as the 
company did not want its reputation to 
be compromised by sending out goods 
that did not conform to the high 
standards of quality that had helped 
establish its brand. 


The problem was that these extra 
costs had not been factored into the 
production, which meant instead of 
making a small profit on every order the 
company was making a small loss, which 
caused them a massive issue because 
the response to the special offer was so 
overwhelming. The company had to 
make the difficult decision to close the 
offer early or face the prospect of putting 
the future of the company itself into 
question, even though this course of 
action damaged their reputation, as they 
had also advertised the fact that they 
had always honoured every order. 

So ensure that you have factored into 
any offer the costs involved in the 
promotion so your profit margin is 
protected. 

Do not fall into the trap of believing 
you must always be cheaper than your 
competitors. However, if you are 
undercutting your rival, which is a clear 
benefit to your customers, you also 
ensure that the quality has not been 
compromised. Although if the price of 
your product is more than your 
competitors, then you must 
demonstrate the benefits that your 
product has - this could be the quality or 
the extra customer service that you offer. 

It is also important that in the long 
term you look to create and protect a 
brand. Richard Branson with his Virgin 
companies is a master of this. He was 


very good at getting publicity, whether 
that was travelling around the world on 
a hot air balloon or dressing up as an air 
steward in stockings and suspenders. 

He realised the benefit of free publicity 
and his company became associated 
with being different and fun, yet he also 
appreciated that not only was price 
important but so was customer service. 
Thus he managed to establish a brand 
which was associated with competitive 
pricing and excellent customer service. 

It has proved a very successful formula. 

However, before you worry too much 
about establishing a global brand, let’s 
try getting that first newspaper ad right 
for the new year! The first and most 
important lesson to learn is to stick to 
the AIDA principles. This stands for 
Attention, Interest, Desire, and Action. 
These are to remind you that your ad 
should have an attention-grabbing 
feature. It must be of interest to your 
prospective customers. It should create a 
desire for your product and call them to 
take action, so that they can take 
advantage of your promotion. 

Then you must test and measure the 
results of your campaign as once you 
find an ad that works keep it running, 
you don’t have to reinvent the wheel 
every time. 

I hope that after reading this article 
your marketing efforts can he re¬ 
energised and leads to an exciting and 
prosperous new year for you all.

A S the ideal 
gardens 

ambassador for 
this year’s Ideal Home 
Show, TV gardening 
expert Alan Titchmarsh 
needs to stay ahead of the 
times. 

Keeping a keen eye on 
gardening trends, landscaping 
designs and what the public will 
be growing in 2012 and beyond, 
he predicts that the ‘grow your 
own’ campaign will be as 
strong as ever this year. 

“Growing your own will still 
be popular,” he says, “and veg 
can be fitted into pockets on the 
flower border as well as on a 
dedicated veg patch. 

“Climbers on house walls are 
set to make a resurgence - who 
needs to look at boring 
brickwork? Just make sure that 
adequate wire or trellis supports 
are provided. 

“And repeat-flowering roses 
should be in every garden - in 
and among border perennials 
and shrubs - dedicated rose 
beds are now out,” he says. 

Despite heavy TV 
commitments, Titchmarsh will 
be out in his Hampshire garden 
this winter, preparing it for 
spring and beyond. 

“Getting my garden ready for 
spring is something that, like 
everybody else, I try to fit in 
around work. But it’s vital and

my garden is my safety valve as 
well as my canvas. My garden 
has good lines. Perspective, 
proportion and form are every 
bit as important to me as colour. 
There is lots of evergreen 
topiary - clipped box and yew - 
but within the borders there are 
billowing banks of perennials, 
shrubs and roses. 

“I also have a wild flower 
meadow and a wildlife pond, 
providing great entertainment 
and a really good way of doing 
my bit for conservation. My 
garden is my sanctuary.” 

Winter offers time for 
planning new borders and 
allows gardeners time to do 
jobs little by little, he says. 

“The great thing about winter 
is that things move slowly in the 
garden and we have a chance to 
catch up. It’s not all about 
tidying, though there is some of 
that to do - border perennials to 
cut back (I like to leave some 
old foliage on in winter to help

insects and birds), the last of 
the leaves to clear up and 
compost. 

“I lightly fork over the earth 
between plants in early spring, 
working in a sprinkling of 
blood, fish and bone and then, 
among shrubs in particular, I 
mulch with chipped bark to seal 
in moisture and keep down 
weeds.” 

Winter is a great time to take 
a long, hard look at the garden 
and work out where there are 
gaps in terms of interest, he 
reflects. 

Deciduous trees and shrubs 
are best planted now (provided 
the soil is not waterlogged or 
frozen) to give them a head 
start in spring, while perennials 
should be ordered now for 
planting in early spring so that 
the year can get off to a flying 
start. 

If the ground’s too hard or 
wet to work on, curl up on a 
winter’s evening with some 
seed catalogues and work out 
what you want to grow this 
year, making your order quickly 
for the best selection, he 
suggests. 

If you’re creating a new veg 
plot, decide what you like 
eating and how much space 
such crops will take up. Then 
work out sowing and harvesting 
times so that the best use is 
made of your veg patch. 

“Order your seeds early and 


store them in a shoebox in order 
of sowing times,” he advises. 

“Don’t sow too much of 
quick-maturing crops such as 
lettuce and radish at the same 
time, but make smaller sowings 
every few weeks to ensure a 
succession of tender young 
crops.” 

Indoors in January and 
February, you can sow 
geranium (pelargonium) seeds 
early - they take a long while to 
grow and will flower sooner if 
they are raised on a warm 
windowsill. 

Sprout seed potatoes so that 
they get off to a flying start 
when they are planted out later. 

At the Ideal Home Show 
2012, Titchmarsh will be 
judging the Ideal Young 
Gardeners of the Year 
competition, in which six 
colleges go head-to-head to 
create sustainable show 
gardens. 

“We need to do much more 
to promote horticulture as a 
career and to pass on our 
gardening skills. 

“It is the most rewarding of 
jobs, tough at times, yes, but 
one which allows us to do our 
bit for the future of the planet.”
